Provisional Regulations dated 14th January, 1913, made ba- 
the Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Com- 
missioners, and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners 
CONSTITUTED UNDER THE NATIONAL INSURANCE Ad, 1911, 
AMENDING THE NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE (NAVAL AND 

Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations, 1912. 


The Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Commis- 
sioners, and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, hereby certify 
under Section 2 of the Rules Publication Act, 1893, that on 
account of urgency the following Regulations should come into 
operation immediately, and in pursuance of the powers conferred 
on them by the National Insurance Act, 1911, hereby make the 
following Regulations to come into operation forthwith as 
Provisional Regulations : — 

1. These Regulations may be cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations, 
1912, Amendment Regulations, 1913. 

2. The National Health Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) 
(Time Limits) Regulations, 1912, shall have effect, and shall be 
deemed always to have had effect, as if for Regulation 4 of those 
Regulations there were substituted the following Regulation : — 

“ 4. For the purpose of paragraph (h) of subsection (3) 
of Section 46 of the Act the' time within which an appli- 
cation under that paragraph may he made to the Commis- 
sioners shall, in the case of a man who is discharged outside 
the United Kingdom, be any time within six months of his 
discharge, and, in the case of any man who is discharged 
medically unfit within the United Kingdom at any time be- 
tween the 15th day of July, 1912, and the 13th day of October, 
1912, be any time before the 15th day of January, 1913.”
